PRESIDENT 
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PRESIDENT STIIES was born at NorthsHay= 
en, November 29, 1727, O. 8. He was the ſon 
of the Reverend Iſaac Stiles of that town; and the 
only child of his mother, Mrs. Kezia Taylor, 
daughter of the Reverend Edward Taylor of Weſt: 
field, who was graduated at 'Harvard-College A. D. 
1671. His mother died the fourth day from his 
birth, in her 26th year. 11 

The Preſident was graduated at Vale-College in 
1746. In the year 1749 he was called to the ot- 
fice of a tutor in the college, in which Nation he 
continued fix years. RR 


Endowed with ſtrong mental powers, and unit- 
ing a vivid imagination with a perſevering attacti- 
ment to literary purſuits; he was diſtinguiſhed by 
his taſte for elegant literature, and his {kill in the 
moſt abſtruſe parts of ſcience. With a great and 
comprehenſive genius, highly cultivated and im- 
proved by education, he became one of the firit 
ſcholars in our univerſity; Poſſeſſing an happy 
talent as an inſtructor, he was eminently uſeful in 
embuing the minds of youth with ſciehce; and 
with noble and virtuous principles. His 
and oratory improved the taſte of the ſtudents. By 
thirteen years reſidenee at the univerſity, from the 
time of his admiſſion as a member till he refi 
the tutorſhip, he laid the foundation of his celebrity. 
Of thoſe who were trained up under his tuition, 
numbers of the worthieſt characters now living 
remember him with peculiar affection and eſteem. 
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He comimenced a preacher in 1749. Thro 
want of health, and for other reaſons, he declined 
ſeveral invitations: to ſettle as a "congregationa] 
miniſter. | He alſo. received: generous propoſals 
from two epiſcopal ſocieties in maritime and pop. 
ulous towns. But he was, upon enquiry and 
principle, convinced of the validity of preſbyterian 

ordination, and attached to the congregationa] 
mode. In 1752 he had almoſt given up the tho't 
of the miniſtry as a profeſſion, applied to the ſtudy 
of juriſprudence, and, the following year, took the
